In a new absentee card policy, the computer dance cards at the registrar’s office to return to 
division returns attendance cards directly to the class, 
instructor.

cards, according to Registrar 
Kenneth Lewis. 

His instructors handle the ab¬ 
sentee cards. After the computer 
division processes the cards, 
they return them to the faculty. 

The student will still call 
the college nurse on the day of 
illness and when he comes back 
to classes, pick up his excuse in 
the nurses’ office to show his 
instructors, says college nurse 
Mrs. Vivian Young. 

After showing the excuse to 
his instructors, the student takes 
it to the registrar’s office. This 
lets the computer know the ab¬ 
sence was excused. 

TJC does not allow any un¬ 
excused absences. A student may 
be dropped for one or more ab¬ 
sences if he does not show valid 
reasons for missing, Lewis 
noted. 

Despite an erroneous idea that 
TJC allows three unexcused ab-

sences, there is no such policy. 

As in the past, absence no¬ 
tices will be mailed to the student 
and his parents for each absence. 
The notice will state the student 
has missed the given class one or 
more times and must furnish the 
registrar’s office with a legiti¬ 
mate excuse by a specified date 
or be dropped from the course. 

The registrar’s office will en¬ 
ter the absence record in mid- 
semester and final grade reports. 
Excessive absences normally ex¬ 
plain a student’s low grades, 
Lewis said. 

Absences during the first two 
weeks of the semester were 
mainly due to sickness, the col¬ 
lege nurse said. 

Mrs. Young reports a near 
epidemic of flu recently. The 
flu situation was not severe when 
the semester began, but last week 
“business picked up- - let’s put it 
that way,’’ she said. 


Selective Service Releases 
Proposed Draft Changes 


Allocation Requests Due 
Friday, Says Felder 


The Selective Service System 
has released proposed changes 
in the draft for appeals and post¬ 
ponements. 

These changes are expected 
to become effective this month, 
according to a news release from 
national headquarters in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

A major proposed change 
guarantees the registrant’s right 
to request an appeal following 
an adverse decision at his per¬ 
sonal appearance with his local 
board. 

Another proposed change al¬ 
lows a registrant receiving a long 
postponement of his induction to 
receive consideration from his 
local board for deferment and 
exemption requests. This change 
includes a claim for con¬ 
scientious objector status. 

The changes set a 15-daytime 
limit for a registrant to request 
a personal appearance or an ap¬ 
peal. 

But the changes permit the 
local board to grant an extension 
of this 15 days when the regis¬ 
trant shows his failure to respond 
within the limit was due to rea¬ 
sons beyond his control. 

Until these changes become 
effective, SSS will continue its 
moratorium policy on all 
personal appearances and appeal 
board actions. 

When the changes become ef¬ 
fective, they will apply to all the 
more than 4,000 local draft 
boards. 

The changes were first pro¬ 
posed to the public fpr review in 
early November and were then a- 
mended after further study, ac¬ 
cording to the news release.

tis W. Tarr said: 

“Although we have shortened 
the time limit for personal ap¬ 
pearance and appeal requests 
from a rigid non-extendable 30 
days to a flexible 15 days, we 
also have added the requirement 
that local boards give registrants 
at least 15 days notice pending 
appearances or actions. 

“Thus, no local board or 
appeal board will be taking action 
in less time than has been re¬ 
quired under the old regulations. 

“Then, as now, at least 30 
days will pass before any action 
will take place following the mail¬ 
ing of the Notice of Classifica¬ 
tion card to the registrant.’’ 

This package of regulations 
published today was the second 
major group of changes released 
in recent weeks from Selective 
Service headquarters. 

The first set, proposed to the 
public in November, became ef¬ 
fective in early December. 

They included the phasing out 
of all new undergraduate stu¬ 
dent deferments, an increase in 
the time given registrants who 
receive induction orders (from 10 
to 30 days).

Though the White House in 
Washington, D. C. and Whitehouse 
near Tyler are a long way apart, 
unless you look at the postmark 
closely, there is a similarity.

Politicians Take Interest 
In Small College Students 

Since ratification of the 26th Amendment, politicians 
are suddenly interested in what the small college student 
thinks. 

Because of the 18-year-old vote, national and state 
leaders are searching out the feelings of those they 
have been neglecting. Through letters and subscriptions 
to campus newspapers, politicians are beginning a 
two-way communication with young voters. 

The Tyler Junior College News has received politi¬ 
cal letters on the national level from across the United 
States--Senators Edward M. Kennedy (Dem.-Mass.) to 
Lloyd Bentsen (Rep.-Tex.) as well as letters from high- 
ranking state leaders. , 

The News also receives requests for subscriptions, 
advertisement rates, and is beginning to get letters to 
the editor from politicians. 

A copy of Sen. Kennedy’s address to the Washington 
Press Club entered in the January Congressional 
Record is a typical political letter reviewing this 
country’s “misguided policies’’ in economy, race rela¬ 
tions, pollution, foreign aid, poverty and the Vietnam 
War. 

Kennedy blames no particular administration for 
the country’s problems but insists that a lack of political 
leadership in the “recent past” has magnified them. 

He concludes that the government must inspire and 
lead the people to political and social reform instead 
of the people pushing the government to do its job. 

One of Sen. Bentsen’s newsletters to the News 
promotes support of Israel and hopes for a peace plan 
that will provide Israel with defensible borders. 

The newsletter supports the United States’ continued 
assistance to Israel while a search for agreement

Reaction to an introductory 
film and discussion on transcen¬ 
dental meditation last week in 
the Tyler Museum of Art was as 
varied as the approximately 75- 
member audience. 

The audience, which included 
older well-dressed patrons of the 
art museum as well as more com¬ 
fortably attired members of the 
younger generation, contained 
skeptics, believers and the cur¬ 
ious. 

The program Wednesday 
night, sponsored by the Students 
International Meditation Society 
(SIMS), introduced a lecture pro¬ 
gram to begin Feb. 11 teaching the 
technique of transcendental 
meditation, usually referred to as 
TM. 

Although a few of the audience 
became antagonistic at times, 
the number of queries following 
the film indicated most of the 
audience was genuinely interest¬ 
ed in the technique and its claimed 
effects. 

According to a tract by SIMS, 
TM is a process of “direct ex¬ 
perience rather than one of in¬ 
tellectual analysis,” but may best 
be described in terms of the 
thinking process. 

Every thought begins in the 
mind as a very faint and ab¬ 
stract impulse. Ordinarily this 
impulse becomes perceivable as 
a thought only during the later 
phases of its development, ac¬ 
cording to the tract. 

During TM, the attention, 
rather than following these more 
developed thoughts outward, is 
allowed to be drawn automatical¬ 
ly to these refined or less de¬ 
veloped levels of thinking. 

The immediate result of this 
process is the mind “trans¬ 
cends” these subtler levels of 
thought to reach the source of 
thought, “the field of pure cre¬ 
ative intelligence.” 

The SIMS tract claims the 
mental benefits of TM include 
increased intelligence and capa¬ 


bilities through development of 
the individual’s full potential, in¬ 
creased clarity of perception, 
greater ease in loving and cre¬ 
atively intelligent self-expres¬ 
sion, and less accumulation of 
stress and strain. 

Physical effects of TM have 
been the object of much scienti¬ 
fic research. It has been found 
to be a “fourth state of con¬ 
sciousness” with great phys¬ 
iological differences from the 
three previously known states of 
consciousness: awake, sleeping 
and dreaming. 

A scientific investigation pub- 
lisehd in the March 27, 1970 
issue of “Science” found phys¬ 
iological changes during TM in¬ 
cluded oxygen consumption, car¬ 
bon dioxide elimination, cardiac 
output, heart rate and respiratory 
rate significantly decreased 
while skin resistance greatly in¬ 
creased. 

The metabolic rate of the body 
was reduced by an average 20 
per cent while the normal balance 
of oxygen to carbon dioxide in the 
blood was maintained. 

The study found that the body 
gains a profouldly deep state of 
rest, while the mind, as recorded 
by the electroencephalograph 
(EEG), was fully awake and able 
to respond to stimuli. 

The SIMS tract claims this 
state of “restful alertness” is 
“profoundly refreshing and pro¬ 
vides a basis for increased 
energy and effectiveness in daily 
activities.” 

During introductory lectures 
such as last week’s or in tracts 
published by meditation so¬ 
cieties, the technique and its 
effects only are described. 

The actual technique of TM is 
taught only be qualified teachers 
when they can work personally 
with students to see that the full 
effect of TM is being enjoyed. 

The only people qualified to 
teach TM are those that have 


taken teaching courses directly 
from Maharishi Mahesh Yogi, the 
great teacher or sage of TM. 

Howard and Patty Harvey, 
SIMS representatives giving the 
lectures in Tyler, say these pre¬ 
cautions maintain the purity of 
TM and prevent its loss of ef¬ 
fectiveness due to improper 
teaching. 

All that is required for TM, 
say the Harveys, is to be com¬ 
fortably seated with the eyes 
closed and knowledge of the “ex¬ 
tremely simple and completely 
natural technique.” 

This technique, which the 
Harveys say anyone can easily 
learn, is practiced 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes each morning and evening. 

The Harveys say the technique 
is automatic and completely nat¬ 
ural and is distinctly different 
from techniques that involve any 
degree of effort, control, 
hypnosis or autosuggestion. 

The Harveys also say TM is 
in no way connected with any 
certain religious order. 

“TM can make you a better 
and more devout person, no 
matter what your religious be¬ 
liefs are,” said Mrs. Harvey. 

Cost of the training lectures 
is $35 for students, although the 
Harveys preferred to call it a 
minimum donation saying “no 
price could be put on the value 
of TM.” 

SIMS is a non-profit organi¬ 
zation and all fees go towards 
spreading TM, said the Harveys. 

The next lecture is Feb. 12 
at 8 p.m. in the Tyler Museum of 
Art at which time private inter¬ 
views will be conducted with each 
student. 

Appointments will be made for 
the next day when the technique 
' is taught individually. The fol¬ 
lowing three evenings will be pri¬ 
vate verification interviews to 
see that the full effects of TM 
are being enjoyed. 

Unless additional verification 
of technique is wanted later, af¬ 
ter the session of lectures the 
meditator is on his own.

Editors also place the word 
“sic“--meaning just as we found 
it written--after each mechani¬ 
cal error such as spelling or 
punctuation. The word protects 
the writer’s privilege of spelling 
and punctuating as he wishes and 
at the same time protects the 
newspaper’s mechanical style.

President Nixon should be 
commended for his end-the-war 
proposal that would bring home 
POW’s. 

Unfortunately, the commun¬ 
ists have thus far disdained the 
President’s proposal to set a date 
for withdrawal of U. S. forces 
from South Vietnam in exchange 
for American prisoners- 

The four principal points in 
the President’s latest proposal 
include: 

--A general cease-fire 
throughout Indochina. 

- - New, internationally super - 
vised presidential elections for 
South Vietnam with President 
Thieu resigning one month be¬ 
fore the election. 

--Total withdrawal of allU.S. 
forces from South Vietnam within 
six months of an agreement. 

--An exchange of prisoners 
starting the day the troop with¬ 
drawals begin and completed 
when withdrawals are complete. 

The peace plan was present¬ 
ed to the North Vietnamese in 
secret more than three months 
ago but was ignored by the com¬ 
munists. 

Since Nixon’s public an¬ 
nouncement, Hanoi has snubbed 
the proposal charging the Presi¬ 
dent with violating their confi¬ 
dence by airing its text. 

The principal stumbling block 
from Hanoi’s point of view ap¬ 
pears to be the Thieu govern¬ 
ment. While continuing to insist 
that the United States overthrow 
the Thieu regime, the North Viet¬ 
namese said “withdrawal of all 
U.S. forces does not constitute 
ending the war.” 

Hanoi’s insistence that theU- 
nited States overthrow the Thieu 
administration is absurd. As 
President Nixon put it, “Why 
should they expect us to do what 
they themselves have thus far 
been unable to do?” 

Reaction to the President’s 
speech from Democratic critics 


was primarily unfavorable. 

Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif. 
--“Totally unrealistic. It was 
intended to prepare the American 
people for an escalation of the 
war.” 

Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis. 
--“The plan was "hedged with too 
many conditions for Hanoi to ac¬ 
cept.” 

Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark. - - “I don’t think we are 
going to get anywhere under this 
formula.” 

Sen. George McGovern--“I 
don’t think the President’s plan 
will %work.” 

But administration critics did 
not offer an alternate plan. 

Ironically, the Democratic 
Mansfield Amendment, supported 
by all presidential candidates ex¬ 
cept Sen. Henry Jackson of Wash¬ 
ington, offered setting a date for 
troop withdrawal contingent upon 
prisoner release. 

Obviously, North Vietnam’s 
continued imprisonment of A- 
merican soldiers and persistence 
of hostilities can no longer serve 
any logical purpose. Their re¬ 
jection to the President’s offer 
would make evident which side is 
prolonging this war. 

Moreover, it makes us won¬ 
der what the President can do to 
end the war and at the same time 
bringing home POW’s short of 
total compliance with Hanoi’s de¬ 
mands, no matter how unreason¬ 
able. 


The only apparent alterna¬ 
tives open to the President if 
this latest proposal is rejected 
include: 

--Further escalation of hos¬ 
tilities. Considering the manifest 
social problems within the coun¬ 
try and growing discontent with 
war, this could have disastrous 
effects. 

- - Immediate withdrawal of A- 
merican forces. In effect, this 
involves selling out the South 
Vietnamese while leaving the fate 
of POW’s in question. 

- - Continuing the present pol¬ 
icy of Vietnamization. This only 
prolongs the fighting while A- 
merican lives and dollars are 
wasted. It also does nothing 
for American prisoners. 

The communists have often 
said their terms for release of 
American POW’s are withdrawal 
of all U. S. military forces from 
Vietnam and freedom of choice 
for South Vietnamese, both points 
included in Nixon’s peace plan. 
Now, the North Vietnamese have 
apparently repudiated these 
statements. 

The President’s proposal is a 
reasonable, sensible offer and 
should seem so even to unreason¬ 
able, insensible people that the 
North Vietnamese have contin¬ 
ually shown themselves to be. 

Hopefully, as some observers 
believe, Hanoi’s early rebuff may 
have been intended for world 
opinion and they may yet accept 
the proposal.

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Rangers Drop Apaches 108-105 

Tyler Apaches Face Kilgore Rangers for Title

Tyler and Kilgore tangle Sat¬ 
urday at 7:30 p.m. in a rematch 
of Saturday’s shootout. But this 
time the Apaches will be at home 
in Wagstaff Gymnasium, in the 
long tradition of Ranger-Apache 
games, the home team wins. 

Saturday night 3,200 fans saw 
Phil Reynolds’ Rangers win 108- 
105 over Floyd Wagstaff’s War¬ 
riors in Kilgore. 

College officials are expect¬ 
ing a full house Saturday since 
conference leadership is riding 
on the game. 

Last year the two teams split 
the two-game series when Tyler 
swept past Kilgore in Jackson¬ 
ville in Region IV tournament. 

Both teams will start the same 
line-ups with possibly one 
exception. Coach Wagstaff may 
start Jackie Sommers in place of 
Lester Weaver. Sommers was 
instrumental in making the Apa¬ 
che press work so effectively 
against Kilgore. 

Kilgore escaped defeat time 
and time again as the scrappy 
Apaches fought back from a 21- 
point deficit in the first half to 
the close final score. 

With 2:38 remaining in the 
first half, the Rangers led58-37. 

Tyler exploded as freshman 
Steve Foster replaced foul- 
plagued Tyrone Johnson and 
promptly dropped in four field 
goals. With the aid of a Jerry 
Ahart hot streak the gap nar¬ 
rowed to 62-53 at halftime. 

Wagstaff threatened to “break 
heads in the second half if the 
Apaches didn’t play well” and 
they took the coach at his word. 
With 13:31 remaining in the game, 
Johnson hit a hook and Jied the 
Rangers, 74-74. 

Tyler and Kilgore swapped 
buckets until the score hit 90-90 
and Tyler was ready to break 
open the game. 

Tyler roared to a 93-90 lead. 
But Kilgore passed the Apaches 
97-93 with 5:18 left. Tyler 
came within two points, 101-99, 
but the Rangers pulled away for 
the final score. 

Kilgore’s Donald Dunlap led 
the five-man double figure group 
with 30 points. He was followed 
by All-American Sammy Her vey 


who set the new all-time Kilgore 
College scoring record of 1666 
points with his28-pointperform¬ 
ance. Carl Barnett dropped in 
20 points with Ronald Dunlap 
and Reggie Springer dropping in 
16 and 14 points respectively. 

Tyler’s Charlie McKinney 
won scoring honors as he racked 
up 32 points, 20 in the first 
half. Ahart hit 21, followed by 
Johnson and Jack James with 12 
each and Foster with 10. 

Kilgore ran their season rec¬ 
ord to 18-2 and gained first place 
in the conference with a 10-1 rec¬ 
ord. Tyler fell to a 15-4 season 
record, one game behind Kilgore 
in the title race with a 10-2 
standard. 

Revenge was the motive 
Thursday as the Apaches avenged 
an 88-74 loss to Lon Morris by 
bombing the Bearcats 74-70. 


Tyler trailed with 2:59 re¬ 
maining in the game. Johnson 
hit a jumper at the baseline 
and was fouled. He sank the foul 
shot, and he and Jack James 
scored the remaining nine points 
to hold off the Bearcats. 

Johnson led the scoring with 
21 points followed by James with 
20. Ahart and McKinney dumped 
in 16 and 10 points respectively. 

Lon Morris was led by all- 
conference center Sammy High 
with 26 points and Eugene Har¬ 
rell dropped in 21 points. 

Tyler swept the two-game Na¬ 
varro series with a 109-68 win 
Tuesday. They won the first 
game in December, 117-81. 

Seven Apaches hit double fig¬ 
ures in the win as Johnson again 
was the scoring leader with 24 
points. 

Tyler raced to a 53-33 half-
